Keppner is n town of about 1.250 in- 


habitants, the seat of Morrow county, 
Ore., at the terminus of a branch of the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation com- 
pany. Farming and slockraising are the 
chief-industries. Willows crcek,'whicji is 
given a» the cause of the disaster is ordi- 
narily a small stream aud early reports 
indicate that the flood was caused1 by 
citlwr ose or two cloudbursts. '

500 MAY BE DEAD. 


An immense wall of water rushed down 


the valley of Willows creek about j:30. 
p. in., yesterday and swept through the 
town of Heppncr. Ore., dealing death and 
dcstruc'tion in its path. The dead are 
estimated to number Jrom 350 to 500, 
The properly loss is reckoned at $1,000,- 
000. Heppner is situated in the narrow 
valley of Willows creek. 
Advices to the 


C'hroniclo state that a great storm was 
rajriair yesterday afternoon. About ~>:30 
o'clock a cloud burst occurred a Abort 
distance ubove Heppncr nnd a wall of 
water like the Columbia river nnhed 
down tlic valley. 


The roar of the storm deafened the 


roar of 'the water acd the people hail no 
warning of the oncoming flood. Suddenly 
it rushed through the town, sweeping 
houses 
from 
their 
foundations 
and 


drowning the people in the 
wrecks of 


their own homes., ilcnd bodies mid wreck- 
age being borne down the valley. 


SCORES STILL MtSSlXC. 


Scores are st:!'. unaccounted for. At 


last reports 103 bodies had been recove 
od, nnd it is feared that three or four 
time.s that number perished. The floods 
subsided quickly. 


At Lexington, Ore., some houses were 


wrecked, but no one was killed. At lone, 
Ore., one house was wrecked. 


The railway, telephone and 
telepr,iph 


lines were badly damaged in the valley. 


At Heppncr the residence district suf- 


fered most, thongJi the business section 
was flooded. Advice? nt mum staled Unit 
the county authorities arc hiking car,- of 
the sufferers. Besides 'the dead, from 100 
to 200 people arc reported injured. 


The people were caught in their houses 


with no chance of escape. 
The henvy 


rains had been falling all afternoon and 
the residents were in their houses. With- 
out warning n terrific wall of water came 
tearing down 'the creek and the next ill- 
slant the houses were" wrecked and car- 
ried away, on the crest of the immense 
wave. 


Many persons were killed outright, oth- 


ers were drowned after heroic efforts lo 
save themselves. 


Bridges were swept away like so many 


matches and all means of communication 
by wire were destroyed.

IN NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 


Inhabitants of Belgrade -Remarkably 


Quiet and Unconcerned-Successor 


Promises to Work for Good 


of Country. 


SEMLIN, Hungary, June 
13.—The 


Skuptschlina and senate of Servia met 


in joint session precisely at noon today 
and within fifteen minutes had elected 
Prince Peter as king of Servia. 


Long conferences were held between 


:he ministers and deputies on Sunday 
night and all this, morning. These re- 
sulted in a cut and dried, program which 
went' through without it 'hitch. 


The parliamenlary gathering was held 


in the whole and gold.ball room in the 
new wing of the palace within a few 
yards of Ihe spot where King Alexander 
and Queen Draga'a bodies were hurled 
from the window. Not the slightest 
reference 
was 
made • to Wednesday's 


tragedy. The ministers of' the provis- 
ional government sat at a table at the 
top of the hail, the prominent figure 
among them being the chief of Ihe con- 
spirators, Col, Machin, Queen Draga's 
brother-in-law, who was resplendent in 
his full army uniform. The members of 
t-e Skuptchtina and senate entered the 
hall and took their seats informally. 


President Vclimirovitch 
rose imincd. 


ialcly and asked for silence. The na- 
tional assembly had come to elect.a king 
of the .fatherland, having already ngreed 
upon'the p'ri-neiples'bf thc''iiew consti- 
tution. The assembly arose and shout 
cd ''Long 
live Kfiragcorgevitch.'' Tlie 


roll call followed1, each 
member, risinjr 


quietly in his place and saying "Peter 
Karageorgcvitch." 


There were no dissenting voles aud the 


proceedings closed with brief speeches 
delivered by the president and premier, 
ongratulating the assembly upon 
its 


day's work, forboding better days for 
Servia. Directly afterwards'the soldiers 
outside took the Oath' of allegiance to 
the new king, the late Queen Draga'a 
regiment being the first to do so. 


Inhnbitanu of Belgrade arc remarka- 


bly quiet aud apparently unconcerned. 
The cafes are filled with people reading 
the newspapers and playing cards or 
chess, the shops are open.-and there is 
little to indicate tlvat the nation has 
been electing a. new sovereign.

FIGHT IN BELGRADE STREETS. 


OEXEVA, Switzerland, June 
15.— 


King .Peter received at 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon a telegram from Belgrade an- 
nouncing lhal a sharp fight had tn 
place in the streets between the parti- 
sans of the new king nnd those of Milan, 
the legitimatized sou of the former king 
Milan, father of the murdered King 
Alexander. Young Milan 
iiad recently 


been living in Constantinople. His par- 
tisans posted a proclamation on the 
walls of Belgrade, and it was torn ^o 
by King Peter's supporters, after a free 
light. 


Prince Peter Karagcorgevitch has tel- 


egraphed his acceptance of the Berviar 
throne. 


King Peter also telegraphed to the 


empress of Russia and Austria and to 
the king of Italy, announcing his dec 
lion and adding that ho hoped to work 
for the good of Servia. 


King Peter received calmly telegraphic 


notification of his chcUon as king. 


I'rincc Peter is prepared to start for 


Bel'Tadc immediately on the receipt o 
the announcement of his election to tin 
throne of licrvia.

Peter caused him to become more txcit 
cd.

DISCOVERED FLOATING 


NEAR GOODRICH DOCKS 


At an early hour this morning mem- 


bers of the Kacine life saving crew dis.- 
covered a body floating in the river, east 
of the Goodrich Tran>poration company 
dock. It was secured and towed to the 
station and'hauled out upon the slide. 
Later it was taken to the morgue ot the 
Thronsen-Hansen Furniture company and 
identified as that of Andrew Bartelson, 
who has been missing since June 3, and 
whose watch, chain and 1mt were found 
laying on a. timber of the north'approach 
to Main street bridge on the 'morning 
of June 4. 


Less than six weeks ago the young 


Dane, 17 years old, came to Kacine from 
Denmark, his two 
brothers, Theodore 


Bartelson and James Bartelson, of Car- 
mcl avenue, having preceded him, also 
two sisters, Mrs. Walter Schecl and Mrs. 
Fred Hansoi)4 of Carniel avenue. 


The young man se.vured work on a. 


farm near Wind Lake, eighteen miles 
from here, did not like the job, quit 
work and walked to Racine. That was 
on June 3. He ate supper at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Fred Hansen and af- 
terward started for the home of his oth- 
er sister, Mrs. fchccl, but never reached 
there. 


The following morning a. watch, chain 


and hat WHS found on a timber at the 
north approirli to Main'street .bridge. 
A description of the same was published 
in the Journal. U was read by the rel- 
atives .of; the young .Dane. They repair- 
ed to'the offices of J.'t'.' Clancy it-Go. 
and fully identified the property of the 
young man. They were fearful that he 
had either accidentally fallen, into the 
water or committed suicide. However 
they could sec no reason why he should 
end" his life, for he was of a happy and 
joyous disposition and never hinted that 
he was tired of lift; or intended to make 
away with himself. The 
presumption 


was that he crawled down on the bridge 
for some purpose, lay hii watch and 
cliain and hat-down and accidentally fell 
into t h e water.

Cariiss and in consequence many people 
have been and are now euffering from 
nmlf'.ria, This morning t. Journal rtport- 
er visited Corliss and found that there 
is virtually no sewerage at all. The cel- 
lar oi nearly every new house built there 
is filled with water and there is no iray. 
to carry it off. The town sewer runs to 
the north and ends in a. gully, where th« 
large Accumulations create a. bad ttench. 


Dr. Pcchn, health officer, when ques- 


tioned this morning, said it was a. fact 
that the sewerage was entirety inado- 
quatc and that unless somel-iing was 
soon done complaint must necessarily be 
m.idc to the state board of health. The 
doctor said that there had been a num- 
ber of cafM of malaria and would be 
more under the conditions 


He further said that lie had been 


promised, by the Coriiss Brown Engine 
company that within three months there 
would be a 'waterworks put in; also 
sewers and an electric light plant and he 
was inclined to wait until this was done, 
and it not within a reasonable time, then 
take other action. 


Residents in the village are much agi- 


tated and.are afraid if there is not ade- 
quate sewartge soon, an epidemic of fev- 
er will break out during the hot sum- 
mer months.

Particular attention, it is declared, is

rants, and their .first movement will be 
against them. While they

vork thoroughly among the hotels, the 
trikers have succeeded in only partially 
crippling the hotel nervi.cc. 
Many of 


.he affected establishments served brcak- 
rast with varying degrees of success to- 
lay, and already, there is a.- noticeable 
nfliu: of outside'help which is being tak- 
en on as fast as presented. These non- 
union employes, -together with the small

'or their guests with comfort.

He cited one instance that came to his

Proctor of the civil service commission 
today submitted to Postmaster General 
Payne the report made by the commis- 
sion at the request of th,e postmaster 
general with reference to the charge of 
violation of the civil service regulations 
in tlie Washington pastollice. 


In addition to the report proper and a 


transcript of the testimony tnkcu Mr. 
Proctor presented a, summary of the find- 
ings. This summary • concludes as fol-

"A departure from the observance ol 


the civil service rules appears in the pro- 
motions of certain employes in the Wash- 
ington postoflice which have been direct- 
ed by the department although reports 
of efficiency are neither requested nor re- 
ceived by the department," 


The information as disclosed by the 


investigation seems to warrant tlie state- 
ment that appointments is classified pos- 
itions in the. Washington postoffice with 
out examination by the devious method 
of appointment in small unclassified of- 
fices, or in offices about to be consolidat- 
ed and subsequent transfer, and the ap- 
pointments of those laborers who were 
appointed and separated during the ad- 
ministration of the present postmaster 
siiows R wide departure in policy from a 
strict regard for the public interest, and

mcnt used the Washington postoffice for 
political and personal purposes to an ex- 
tent which left the authority of the post 
master in transfers and appointments o:

Heppner, •Ore.£'wasidestroyed'by a great 
floodVof w.ater*that'rushed down Willows 
creek'7between.-6-and 8 o'clock last even- 
ing. Three hundred and fifty or more 
peopla are believed to hare been drown- 
ed. At 5 o'clock this morning it was re- 
ported that 105 bodies had been found. 
Wires are down and only meager reports 
of the disaster have been obtained which 
are brought out by messengers. 


Eeppner is a town of about 1,250 in- 


habitants, the seat of Morrow county, 
Ore., at the terminus of a branch of the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation com- 
pany. Farming and stockraising are the 
chief-industries. Willows creek, which is 
given a& the cause of the disaster is ordi- 
narily a small stream and early reports 
indicate that the flood was caused by 
either one or two cloudbursts. 


It is generally believed here that the 


reports of loss of life are exaggerated, 
as the entire population of the town is 
only 1,200.

500 MAY BE DEAD. 


An immense wall of water rushed down 


the valley of Willows creek about 5:30 
p. in., yc.= tcrday and swept through the 
town of Heppner, Ore., dealing death and 
destruction in its path. 
The dead are 


estimated to number from 350 .to 300. 
The property loss is reckoned at $1,000,- 
000. Heppner is situated in the narrow 
vallej* of Willows creek. Advices to the 
Chronicle state that a great storm was 
rag-iag yesterday afternoon.. About .):30 
o'clwk a cloud burst occurred a short 
distance above Heppner and a wall of 
water like the Columbia 
river rushed 


down ilie valley. 


The roar of the storm deafened the

At Lexington, Ore., some houses were 


•wrecked, but no one was killed. At lone. 
Ore., one house was wrecked. 


The railway, telephone and

lines were badly damaged in the vnlley. 


At Heppner the residence district suf- 


fered most, thougji the business section 
•was flooded. Advicp? at noon stated that 
the county authorities are taking care of 
the sufferers. Besides 'the dead, from 100 
to 200 people are reported injured. 


The people were caught in their houses 


with no chance of escape. 
The heavy 


rains had been falling all afternoon and 
the residents were in their houses. With- 
out warning a terrific: wall of water came 
tearing down the creek and the next in- 
stant the houses were' wrecked and car- 
ried away, on the crest of the immense 
wave. 


Many persons were killed outright, oth- 


ers were drowned after heroic efforts to 
save themselves. 


Bridges were swept away like so many 


matches and all means of communication 
by wire were destroyed.

NO DISSENTING VOTES 


IN NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 


Inhabitants of Belgrade Remarkably 


Quiet and Unconcerned-Successor 


Promises to Work for Good 


of Country. 


SF.MLIN, Hungary, June 15.—The 


Skuptsehtina and senate of Servia met 
in joint session precisely at noon today 
and -within fifteen minutes had elected 
Prince Peter as king of Servia. 


Long conferences were held between 


the ministers and deputies on Sunday 
night and all this., morning. These re- 
sulted in a cut and dried program which 
•went through without a. hitch. 


The parliamentary gathering was held 


in. the -whote and gold.ball room in the 
new wing of the palace -within a few 
yards of the spot where King Alexander 
and Queen Draga's bodies were hurled 
from, the window. Not the slightest 
reference 
was xnadc to Wednesday's 


tragedy. The ministers of the provii: 
ional government sat at a table at the 
top of the hail, the prominent figure 
among them being the chief of the con- 
spirators, Col. Maehin, Queen Draga's 
brother-in-law, who was resplendent in 
his full army uniform. The members of 
t_e Skuptchtina and senate entered the 
hall and took their scats informally. . 


President Velimirovitch rose immed- 


iately and asked for silence. The na- 
tional assembly had come to elect.a king 
of the fatherland, having already agreed 
upon the principles ^6f'the* new consti- 
tution. The assembly arose and shout- 
ed ''Long 
live Karageorgeviteh." Tlic 


roll call followed, each member, rising- 
quietly in his place and saying "Peter 
Karageorgeviteh." 


There w.ere no dissenting votes and the 


proceedings closed with brief speeches 
delivered by the president and premier, 
congratulating the assembly upon 
its 


day's work, forboding better days for 
Servia. Directly jifternrBrds-the soldiers 
outside took the oath' of allegiance, to 
the new king, the late- Queen Draga's 
regiment being the first to do so. 


Inhabitants of Belgrade are remarka- 


bly quiet and apparently unconcerned. 
The cafes are filled with people reading 
the newspapers and . playing cards or 
chess, the shops are open .and there is 
little to indicate that the nation has 
been electing.a. new sovereign. . 


The new constitution closely . follows 


that of !SS8, and is even more democrat- 
ic. It is described as making 
Servia 


virtually a republic -with the king at its 
head. 


FIGHT IN BELGRADE STREETS. 
GENEVA, Switzerland, June 
15.— 


King Peter received at 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon a telegram from Belgrade an- 
nouncing that a sharp fight had taken 
place in the streets between the parti- 
sans of the new king and those of Milan, 
the legitimatized son of the former kin: 
Milan, father of the murdered King 
Alexander. Young Milan had recently 
been living in Constantinople. His par- 
tisans posted a proclamation on 
the 


walls of Belgrade, and it was torn down 
by King Peter's supporters, after a free 
fight. 


Prince Peter Karageorgeviteh has tel- 


egraphed his acceptance of the Servian 
throne. 


King Peter also telegraphed to the 


empress of Russia and Austria and to 
the king of Italy, announcing his clec 
tion and adding that he hoped.to work 
for the good of Servia. 


King Peter received calmly telegraphic 


notification of his election as king. 


Prince Peter is prepared to start for 


Belgrade immediately on the "receipt o] 
the announcement of his election l.o the 
throne of Scrvia. 


Subsequent congratulations 
to King 


Peter caused him to become more excit- 
ed. He laughed 
hysterically, marched 


vigorously up and down the .room and 
finally flung himself into a chair, tremb- 
ling with excitement.

There is a lack of proper sewerage at 


Carliss and.in consequence many people 
iavt! been arid are cow suffering from 
malaria. This morning a Journal report- 
er visited Corliss and found that there 
is virtually no sewerage at all. The ccl- 
ftr of nearly every new house built there 
s filled with water and there is no way 
to carry it off. The town sewer runs to 
the north and ends in a gully, -where the 
large accumulations create a bad stench. 


Dr. Peehn, health officer, when ques- 


tioned this morning, said it was,a fact 
Lhat the sewerage was entirely inade- 
quate- and 'that unless aomeliing was 
soon done complaint must necessarily be 
made to the state board of health. The 
doctor said that there had been.a num- 
ber of cases of malaria, and would be 
more under the conditions. 


He further said that he had been 


promised, by the Corliss Brown Engine 
company that within three months there 
would be a 'waterworks put in; also 
sewers and an electric light plant.and he 
was inclined to wait until this was done, 
and it not within a reasonable time, then 
take other action. 


Residents in the village are much agi- 


tated and.are.afraid if there is not ade- 
quate sewerage, soon, an epidemic of fev- 
er will; break .out. during the hot sum- 
mer months.

All 
officers yesterday removed the Alexan- 
der cipher from the cocadcs of their caps. 


The funeral occurred at 130 a. m. The 


strictest privacy was maintained in or- 
der to avoid hostile demonstrations. Two 
coffins were brought in by servants and 
carried up to the room where the bodii:--: 
af the late king and queen were lying 
Die corpses were then put in the coffins 
and the latter -were placed in a, hearse 
which was hurriedly driven to the old 
cemetery, where the other members of 
the Oberneovitch family arc interred. In 
'addition to attendants two priests were 
present at the funeral. The Mctropoli- 
tiint of Belgrade was absent. The whole 
ceremony lasted only a few minutes. 


The body of the late Premier Marko- 


vitch will be buried with military hon- 
ors. Colonel Maumovics who was killed 
while forcing an entrance into the pal- 
ace with dynamite is described in the 
official notice of his death as "dying on 


favor of the establishment of a republic. 


NEW PREMIER TALKS. 


The new Servian premier is quoted as 


saying in a dispatch from Belgrade to- 
day: 


"I relumed home yesterday from Al- 


lexinatz, where I was on professional le- 
fal business. I n'a3 a'r once summoned 
to the ministery, where- the other minis- 
ters had assembled. 
They informed me 


that the deed was committed at their re- 
quest. I accept the premiership. The 
cabinet meets today and will consider 
what steps shall be next taken. At pres- 
ent we arc in communication with Kara- 
georgevitch even if the army has pro- 
claimed him king. His election as king is 
probable however, as there ia no other 
course open. It will remain for the Skup- 
sh'tina to elect him or not. 


Prince Alexis Karageorgevitch, a ne- 


phew of the. newly proclaimed king of 
Servia who has himself been a pretender 
to the throne during the course, of an 
interview here today, announced that he 
had abandoned nil claim thereto and wel- 
comed the advent of bis uncle as 'the best 
solution. The prince like other well in- 
formed persons attributes the revolution 
to dissatisfaction at the late king Alexan- 
der's marriage, 'Lo the radicals. 


REVIVE AXCIEXT 
ASSEMBLY. 


PARIS, June 12.—The foreign 
office 


received a dispatch from the Servian fron- 
tier confirming the press announcements 
that the next government at Belgrade 
had abolished the legislative assembly 
created by the late King Alexander and 
had renewed the 
ancient 
Skupshtina, 


which has been ordered to assemble next 
Monday for the purpose of ratifying the 
proclamation of Prince Peter Karagcorge- 
vitch as king. The assembly just abolish- 
ed was made up of appointees of the late 
king and did not contain a member whom 
was opposed to Alexander's policy.

lias and heavy bacteria; it then goes 


here to the Pasteurizer 
which 


heats it to 180 to 103 degrees: the next 
Pasteurizer cools it to about 30 degrees 
and the next machine has cold storage 
onncction which cools it to 3S and 40 
degrees. Then it goe; to the sterilized 
bottles, corked air tight and thence to 
the cold storage, and kept at 38 to 40 
decrees and is then delivered to the 
patrons. Bottles and cans arc all thor- 
oughly sterilized before refilling. It is 
claimed that milk can be sold for a cents 
a quart and 3 cents a pint. 


Just when the company will be organ-

a great deal of means, whose homes are 
just as sacred to them as the homes of 
others on more prominent streets., should 
not lead to property being made less val- 
uable or desirable.

mined, as to how far public corporations 
can go in tresspassing and confiscating 
through legal proceedings the rights of 
property owners.

copy of the invoice to be furnished to the 
.gricultural department."

PEEPAEED FOE FLIGHT 


Terrible Drama Has Unsettled Sul- 


tan of Turkey's Serves Com- 


pletely-Tranqnility Prevails 


at Belgrade. 


VIENNA, Jane 13.—It is now known 


that the late King Alexander lived in a 
state of terror during the last weeks of 
his life. Nightly soldiers belonging to 
the pioneer's division searched the palace 


from roof to cellar peering into all dark 


corners for bombs. Each night the king 


was securely locked in his bed chamber 
by the adjutant, in the presence of the 
palace commander. It .is also stated 
that for several weeks the late Queen 
Draga had prepared for flight independ- 
ent of the king, who is supposed to have 
gradually grown reconciled to the pro- 
ject of his divorce from Draga and his 
marriage rath Princess Xcnia, of Jlon- 
.tenegro. The conspirators are reported 
.to have learned of this, and fearing the 
marriage would prove a continuation of 
the Obrenovitch dynasty, hurriedly com- 
menced the task of extermination. 
; 


Lately King Alexander tried 
vainly 


to become reconciled with exiled ser- 
vants which also increased the anxiety 
of the conspirators. 


Queen Draga's sisters, were permitted 


to have a last look at the body of the 
late queen. They say the corpse was- 
shrouded in white silk. The youngest of 
Ihraga's sisters was carried away uncon- 
scious. 


In the late king's desk 
there was 


found, in addition to various interesting 
private papers, about $10,000. 


SULTAN BADLY FRIGHTENED. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 13.—The 


.terrible drama in Belgrade caused stupe- 
faction at the Yildiz palace. The sultan 
was so affected that he was unable to 
listen to the details published in the 
newspapers and allowed those who con- 
verged with him to speak of the "death" 
of 
the king and queen of Servia and 


would not permit them to mention the 
word assassination. 


It is announced here that King Charles

SIXTY YEARS IN WISCONSIN 


Z. G. Simmons, Kenosha's Wealthy Philan- 


thropist, Celebrate! the Event 


KENOSHA, Wis., June 
13.—At his 


home in this city yesterday Zalmon G. 
Simmons celebrated the 
sixtieth anni- 


versary of his coming to the state of 
Wisconsin. It was a noteworthy day in 
Kenosha and during the day and evening 
many people called to offer Mr. Simmons 
congratulations. 
The history 
of 
the 


sixty years that Mr. Simmons has lived 
in Kenosha, sho.ws that he has been close- 
ly connected with many of the great en- 
terprises of the state. There is probably 
no man better known to. the national 
world of 'finance in Wisconsin. 


Mr.-Simmons with his parents landed 


in Southport, on June 12, 1843, and with 
the exception of the first few years of 
his residence here he has been prominent- 
ly connected with the business interests 
of Wisconsin. He is known everywhere 
as a self-made man and his fortune of 
millions of dollars found its foundation 
in the small sum of 53.50, which he had 
earned when he was 21 years of age. On 
his twenty-first birthday he came to Ke- 
nosha and began to work in a country 
store. 
In his business career of more 


than fifty years he has built up tremen- 
dous industries, has had a hand in the 
development of great inventions and has 
given a million dollars to charity. 


He began his active career as a public 


man in 1855 when he assumed manage- 
ment of the Kenosha and Rockford rail- 
way company. 


But where Mr. Simmons took a place 


among the great men of the nation was 
in the building of the telegraph lines. It 
is said that to him more than any one 
man except Samuel B. Morse, the United 
States owes its telegraph systems. In 
1S55 Mr. Simmons became almost the sole 
owner of the Wisconsin State Telegraph 
company, then the only one in the north- 
west. 
Comodore Vanderbilfc asked Mr. 


Simmons to come to New York to ad- 
•isc him in regard to the future of this 
industry and the result of that confer- 
ence was tho purchase of the Vanderbijt 
interest in the company. 


When Elisha Gray firs'fc invented 
a 


scheme for transferring musical sounds 
by means of electricity Mr. Simmona fur- 
nished the money for the experiments 
and a few years later -when the Gray 
patents were sold to the Bell Telephone 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Chairman 


Proctor of the civil service commission 
today submitted to Postmaster General 
Payne the report made by the commis- 
sion at the request of th,e postmaster 
general with reference to the charge of 
violation of the civil service regulations 
in the Washington pastoffice. 


In addition to the report proper and a 


transcript of the testimony taken Mr. 
Proctor presented a summary of the find- 
ings. This summary' concludes as fol- 
lows 


"A departure from the observance of 


the civil service rules appears in the pvo- 
motions of certain employes in the Wash, 
ington postofiiee which have been direct- 
ed by the department although reports 
of efficiency are neither requested nor re- 
ceived by the department." 


The information as disclosed by the 


investigation seems to warrant the state- 
ment that appointments is classified po.= 
itions in the Washington postoffice with- 
out examination by the devious method 
of appointment in small unclassified of- 
fices, or in offices about to be consolidat- 
ed and subsequent transfer, and the ap- 
pointments of those laborers who were 
appointed and separated during the ad- 
ministration of the present postmaster 
shows a wide departure in policy from a 
strict regard for tie public interest, and 
afford 
indications that 
the 
depart 


ment used the Washington postoffice for 
political and personal purposes to an ex 
tent which left the authority of the post 
master in transfers and appointments o: 
this sort but little more than nomina 
and placed the office, in many respects, in 
the relation of a bureau to the depart 
rneut. 


The investigation seems to show clear 


ly that most of the irregularities herein 
set forth were directed by- the'depart 
ment or requested or suggested by higl 
departmental officials, and in either' easi 
came to the postmaster with all the forc< 
of a direction. 


The investigation indicates that th 


employes who entered 
the 
service bj 


transfer and without examination, art 
in general inferior to those appointe 
through competitioii. 


That the servic-2 was packed with em 


ploycs in the interests of the individua 
is indicated by the fact that the numbe 
of appointments in the month of th 
classification was more than twice a 
great as for the preceding four months 


These appointments were made unde 


the circumstances above set forth, an 
when a reduction is to be made the em 
ploycs appointed for political or person 
al considerations are cared for, some 
times nt the expense of persons appoin 
eel upon merit and without influence. 1 
relieving the branches of the service thv 
crowded with employes, the transfers ar 


ollowing statement regarding the re. 
ort: 
"Attention is called to the fact that 
nee my incumbency ot the position o{ 
ostmaster general the civil service com? 
ission report that there have been but 
en persons transferred to the Washing- 
en city postoffice by appointment from 
mailer offices and that these ten were 
ppointed to their respective places six 
months or more prior to their transfer: 


'hich is in compliance with the lawi 


rules and regulations of the civil ser- 


ice, as they now exist. 
'It will bo noted that the commission 
eport that every person occupying a 
oinpetitive classified place in the Wash-

"Regarding unskilled laborers, which 
ave not been subjected to classification 
t is proper to say that there has been 
tuch consideration of thin question on 
he part of the civil service commission 
nd the department and many conferen- 
es have been had on this subject. On 
"uly 2nd, 1902 an agreement was reach- 
d and regulations adopted which were 
greed to by the civil service commis- 
ion and the department which will do 
.way with all cause for complaints as to 
regularities in the appointment of this 
lass of .employes. 


"The point raised by k\e report regard- 


ng the promotion of certain employes in 
.he office which have been directed by 
.lie department occurred previous to Jan-
